Trans-Pacific Air Line Operated 


At First by Air Forces Proposed

OTTAWA, Sept. 3.—Creation of a trans-Pacific air service operated in the 
first instance by the air forces of Australia, New Zealand, Canada and Britain has 
been proposed by the Australian government. Text of a statement made recent- 


ly in Canberra by Hon. A. Drakeford, minister for air and for civil aviation, avail-| 
able at the Australian high commissioner’s office in Ottawa today, showed that} pjanis in 


this scheme has taken precedence in Australian air transport proposals over’ an 
earlier proposal for an international air transport authority. 


The proposed military air service 
vould “Pave the way for a com- 
mercial service between Australia 
and New Zealand, the United 
States and Canada at the appropri- 
ate time.” 

The Australian proposal has at- 
tracted immediate attention in, Ot 
tawa but so far has drawn out no 
official comment. It would mean 
that the RCAF Ferry Command 
would enter the Trans-Pacific field, 
now almost entirely occupied by 
United States military Air Ferry 
Services. in conjunction with Brit- 
ish, Australian and New Zealano 
forces. Later on it would meas 
that Trans-Canada Air Lines, the 
chosen agency of Canadian Air Ser- 
vices on international routes, would 
co-operate with air lines of the 
same countries. 


TO RECEIVE STUDY 

Pending British Commonwealth 
discussions of Trans-Pacific Air | 
Services, expected to take place in 
Ottawa prior to an international air 
conference in Washington next 
month, the Australian proposal will 
receive study here, it is under-| 
stood. Strong hints have been) 
given in the past that TCA intend-| 
ed to operate Trans-Pacific ser-| 
vices of its own, just as it has op- 
erated the Canadian government’s | 
Trans-Atlantic Air Service on a 
wartime basis since July, 1943, | 
TCA annual reports for 1942 and 
1943 contained maps showing Van | 
couver Island as proposed terminal | 
for TCA service across the Pacific 
in future extensions of the line. 

The Australian proposal has the 
support of the government of 
New Zealand, Mr. Drakeford said 
in his Canberra speech on Sept.

Getting More Humane 


Official Swiss investigators report that 
the Japanese are treating Canadian—and 
other Allied prisoners—better than they 
did some months ago. The Canadians are 
now housed, the neutral officials say, along 
with other priscners in reasonably fit bar- 
racks at Hong Kong. The barracks appear 
to be fairly well equipped with kitchens, 
wash-rooms, recreational facilities and 
cther requirements, 

The men are supplied with adequate 
clothing, though foot-wear is poor. Food 
is said to be sufficient to maintain health, 
though rice and other Oriental foods figure 
largely in the list. The prisoners have been 
allowed to plant gardens and raise 
chickens, and arrangements have finally 
been made to forward them Red Cross 
parcels of food and medical supplies. 
Further, an adequately equipped hospital 
has been established, staffed with white 
doctors and nurses, also prisoners. 

This is most welcome news of course. 
Not less welcome is the fact that the 
treatment of prisoners has improved as 
Japanese fortunes have ebbed. Tokyo is 
apparently no longer certain that a day of 
reckoning will not come. It can be hoped 
therefore that deliberate cruelty to pris- 
oners is a thing of the past.

Out of the Caves 


The churches were crowded in Britain’s 
“hell fire’ corner on Sunday, by people 
thankful as well as jubilant that they were 
at last free from the four-year bombard- 
ment to which they have been subjected by 
the German big guns on the Cap Gris Nez- 
Calais coast. Memorial services were held 
for 150 men, Women and children who had 
been killed by this long-range shelling, and 
for the Canadians who died in silencing the 
batteries. ; 

These guns were as elusive as they 
were powerful. Allied bombers have been 
pounding that area almost daily for 
months in an attempt to locate them and 
put them out of action—without success, 
If that is surprising, no less so is the small 
number who were killed in the bombard- 
ment. This is no doubt accounted for by 
the news that the people in the strafed 
“corner” have been living in caves and 
deep dugouts. 

There is no difficulty understanding the 
joy with which they have emerged from 
these hiding places and tackled the job of 
restoring their homes, gardens, fields and 
roads. Nor in understanding that they 
flocked to their churches to give thanks 
for their deliverance and to join in memor- 
ial services for their neighbors who had 
died and for those who fell in the opera- 
tions which finally put a stop to the men- 
ace under which they have been living for 
so long.

Dead; But He Lived 


Sir William Mulock was 23 years older 
than the Dominion of Canada. He was a 
man 53 years of age when he entered the 
first cabinet of Sir Wilfrid Laurier in 1896, 
These facts serve to show the great span 
over which his life extended, much better 
than to note merely that he was more than 
101 years old when he died Sunday morn- 
ing at Toronto, 

It was not alone for his longevity that 
Sir William enjoyed nation-wide distine- 
tion. He has left his mark on the political 
life, the educational life, and the judicial 
life of Canada, Only eight years ago he re- 
tired from the chief justiceship of Ontario, 
and was chancellor of the University of 
Tvoronto from 1924 until he died. 

But his public activities did not wholly 
absorb the time and attention of this re- 
markable man, His private interests 
ranged all the way from farming to sport, 
including charitable and religious work 
and art. It could be said of him that he was 
interested in everything, not casually but 
deeply. He always kept the forward view. 
For him the things of today and tomorrow 
were of constant and keen concern. He was 
always busy at something. He refused to 
quit and simply wait for the undertaker. 

Sir William used to credit his long life 


| 
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to a sound constitution. But a good deal of 
the credit should go to the fact that he 
kept his mind alive and occupied. Many 
men die before their time because they 
allow life to degenerate into boredom. Not 
so Sir William. In his lexicon there was no 
such word as monotony. In the end he 
slept quietly away—in the dawn of another 
morning which would have opened to him 
a new chapter of vitalizing experience. 
What a life! 

Sir William might have said, with a 
great Frenchman, “I cease; but I have 
lived.”

Transport for Pacific War 


As minisier responsible for the Canadian Ship- 
ping Board, the Hon. James A. MacKinnon, minister 
of trade and commerce, has announced the text of 
an agreement covering merchant shipping signed 
in London by representatives of those United Na- 
tions, including Canada, which have chiefly contri- 
buted to the shipping needs of the war. 

All Canadian sea-going merchant ships except 
certain coasters and tankers are owned by the Ca- 
nadian government. At present all British and 
United States ships except certain coasters are 
under requisition to their respective governments. 

The great majority of ships under the flags of 
other United Nations are also on requisition to 
their governments and have either been chartered 
for the duration of the war in Europe to the Min- 
istry of War Transport or the United States War 
Shipping Administration or otherwise made avail- 
able for employment by one or other of those 
bodies. 

In the agreement the governments which have 
co-operated in the provision of ships for United 
Nations purposes have agreed to continue to de- 
vote their shipping resources to those needs till the 
war in the Far East is won. 

Machinery is provided for the effective collabor- 
ation by governments in the use of available ship- 
ping by the establishment of a United Maritime 
Council and United Maritime Executive Board. 
Through these bodies, which will come into opera- 
tion on the general suspension of hostilities in Eu- 
rope, the contracting governments will implement 
the principles laid down in the agreement. 

The principles will remain in effect till six 
months after the suspension of hostilities in Europe 
or the Far East whichever is the later, unless ter- 
minated or modified earlier by unanimous agree- 
ment 

The agreement has been signed by the govern- 
ments in Belgium, Canada, Greece, Netherlands, 
Norway, Poland, United Kingdom and U.S.A., while 
the French Committee of National Liberation have 
signified that all French shipping is and remains 
at the disposa] of the United Nations

Speaking of his trip to the west 
coast, the construction official 
told of seeing B.C. fir piled on 
docks at Vancouver ready for ex- 
port, but of seeing none for 
domestic use.

NEEDS OF WAR 

Referring to the Canadian war 
effort, the speaker said the con- | 
struction industry had to be ready 
to build factories for the@war ef- 
fort. Without this building program, 
the achievements of wartime in- | 
dustrial expansion could not have 
been attained. A tribute paid by 
Hon. C. D. Howe, minister of muni- | 
tions and supply, had said the con- 
struction industry had done “a 
wonderful job”. 

Mr. Nicholls said the industry 
has been warned by the govern- 
ment that it will have to carry 
| more than an ordinary load in the 
post-war years in putting men to 
work, In Ontario returning ser- 
vicemen are being awaited for 
| training under apprenticeship 
regulations for mechanics’ jobs 
| in construction, 

Warm tribute to Clark Reilly, 
manager of the construction asso- 
ciation, for work done at Ottawa 
was paid by Mr. Nicholls. 

John W. Gooch, Toronto, presi- | 
dent of the National Construction 
Council, described work of his or- | 
ganization, from its beginning in 
1933. The council was instrumental 
jin promoting the National Housing | 
; Act and Home Improvement Plan 
when the King government came 
into power in 1935, he said. 


TAXATION QUESTION 


“Something must be done in this 
country on the question of muni- 
cipal taxation,” Mr. Gooch de- 
clared, “It is affecting the con- 
struction industry. We. are hoping 
to be able to do something on a 
Dominion-provincial-municipal bas- 
is.” A 

Officials were disappointed with 
dismissal of the council's brief 
before the Sirois Commission, said 
Mr. Gooch. The brief dealt with 
the municipal taxation problem. 

The party was welcomed to the 
province at the banquet by Prem- 
ier Ernest Manning on behalf of 
| the government.

Home Building 
Permits in City 
Now Total 876 


A total of 876 home building 
permits were issued by the city 
architect's department from Jan. 
1 to September 30, 1944 compared 
with 860 for the same period last 
year, according to a report filed 
Tuesday with the city commiss- 
ioners by Maxwell C. Dewar, city 
architect. 


The cash value of the permits 
issued during the 1944 period was 
$2,162,845 compared with $2,477,230, 
a decrease of $314,385. Total value 
of all permits issued during the) 
nine months of 1944 was $5,085,658 
compared with $5,142,665, a deerease 
of $57,007. | 

It is pointed out by Mr. Dewar 
that the home building program this 
year is well ahead of last year when 
it is taken into account that the 
250 homes built by Wartime Hous- 
ing Ltd., are included in the 1943 
nine months total. } 

During September 107 permits! 
were issued for homes, the value of 
them being $277,000, and 77 permits | 
were issued for alterations and re-| 
pairs to existing dwellings at an} 
aggregate cost of $39,610. 


COMMERCIAL BUILDINGS 


Permits were issued for six com-} 
mercial buildings during Septem- 
ber with a value of $32,950 and 13} 
for alterations and repairs to com- 
mercial buildings at a cost of $50,-| 
100. The total of building permits} 
issued during the month was $429,-| 
498 compared with $324,105 for the| 
same month last year, 

During the nine-month period | 
of 1944 there were 58 permits 
taken out for the construction of 
commercial buildings to cost 
$222,525, and eight for institutional | 
buildings costing $1,794,745.
